Tampico, Mexico, Septemiber 28.—At-

Dress Suit Case Mystery 
Still Baffles the Boston 
Police. 


Boston September 28.—The situation in 
the dress suit case mystery tonight is 
substantially the same as it was a week 
ago, when the gruesome find was made. 


All the police have that appears tangi- 
ble and of value is the fact af the pur- 
chase of two dress suil cases at pawn-

A bun- 
dle of clothing found at Cottage park, a 
mackintosh picked up near Saratoga 
bridge, and a quilt recovered near Shir- 
ley Peril, all of which the police for a 
time connected with the crime, have been 
eliminated from the zone of inquiry as 
worthless. 

The blonde hairs, which by some pecu- 
liar coincidence, were found on three of 
the articles have been subjected to mi- 
croscopic examination by Professor Whit- 
ney, of Harvard, who found no similarity 
in either texture of color. 

The bundle of clothing which was wrap- 
ped in a paper, which was marked ‘‘R. 
O. Burnham, 2 Walton street,” had been 
thrown in the water after the death of 
Mrs. Burnham's sister in Winthrop. The 
clothing had been used about the sick 
bed of the woman. The quilt was claim- 
ed by a South Boston yachtman, whose 
boat had been sunk in the harbor. 

The police are now directing their at- 
tention along two lines of investigation, 
the recovery of the second suit case and 
the identity of the purchaser.

WORTHLESS CHECK GIVER 
AND SECURITIES TAKEN 


Pearl & Company Had Borrowed 
$360,000 For One Day, Put- 
ting Up Valuable Securities 
as Collateral Which Forg- 
er Got for Nothing.

New York, September 26.—The details 
of a scheme whereby a prominent local 
financial institution was recently victim- 
ized by a clever forger came out today. 
The forger presented a bogus check bear- 
ing the name of a well-known stock ex- 
change firm, and received in return 
securities valued at about $360,000. 

The name of the institution ts not dis- 
closed, but it is helieved to be a prom- 
inent bank operating -in the 
financial district. 

Pearl & Co., stock brokers, at 27 Wil- 
liam street, recently negotiated a one-day 
loan for $360,000 with this institution. 
On Wednesday a check for the amount 
of the loan, plus $37.50 for the oné day’s 
interest, was presented at this bank by a 
stranger, who received the security de- 
posited by Pearl & Co. for their loan. 

The bank on which the broker’s check 
wag drawn is one with which Pearl & 
Co. never had an account, #0 the forgery 
was not discovered until the check had 
passed through the clearing house ex- 
change, when it was promptly branded 
as fictitious. A private detective agéncy 
was called in and transfer of the securi- 
ties was at once stopped. 

The detectives intimate that they have 
a clew to the identity of the fofger, who

The firm of Pearl & Co. consists of Dyer 
Pearl and FE.

The mémbers of the 
firm own stock exchange seats, and -heir 
operations on the board have at various 
times been very extensive.

A negro boy about 12 years 
old was plowing in a field near the 
house at. the time of the killing and 
heard the children screaming; he saw @ 
man running after the woman, who was 
running around the house. Being afraid 
to go to the house, he ran to a neigh- 
bors and told what he had seen.

Officers were informed at 
once and the entire county is out in 
posses in search of the murderer. It is 
supposed there were two of them.

NATIONAL SUPERVISION 
AOVOCATED BY PERKINS 


Details of Fight Between the Equi- 
table and New York Life at 
Buffalo Were Given Out 
During the Day’s 
Rearing. 


New York, September 28.—Several sen- 
sational incidents developed at the session 
of the legislative committee on life in- 
surance investigation today. 

The first was when George W. Perkins. 
vice president of the New York Life In- 
surance Company and member of the 


| firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., objected to 


producing the books of his firm showing 
a certain transaction of that firm with 
the New York Life. Mr. Perkins offered 


to present a copy of the entry in ques- 
tion from the books, but Mr. Hughes de- 
manded the books after several refusals 
on the part of Mr. Perkins, The books 
will be produced later. 

In the course of his testimony Mr 
Perkins, when asked concerning the dif- 
ference in the scheme of “profits from 
securities’ in the Massachusetts report of 
the company and of “net profits from se- 
curities’’ iri the New York report, said: 

“When we get nationa#=supervision we 
won't have these conflicts befween the 
different states.’’ * 

Mr. Perkins testified to a number of 
transactions in which he represented Mor 
gan & Co. as seller and the New York 
Life Insurance Company as purchaser. 

How Advances Were Made. 

Another sensation was sprung later in 
the day when Vice President Thomas A. 
Buckner, of the New York Life Insurance 
Company, detailed the advances made to 
agents and which were carried in the re- 
port to the state superintendent of insur- 
ance as “commuting renewal premiums.” 
It was brought out as a matter of fact 
that these advances were loans to 
agents but were not carried as such.

Notcieable Progress Toward Muni- 
pal Adornment in the West. 
(From American Civic Association Bulle-

Desire for municipal beauty makes 
sirong growth in the west, and consider- 
able additional] interest hag been aroused 
by the recent visit to the coast of Clinton 
Rogers Woodruff, first vice president of 
the American Civic Association. Current 
hewspapers tell of San Francisco’s ambi- 
tious plans, involving years of work and 
millions of dollars to enhance the natural 
beauty of that water-girt city of com- 
manding hills. Portland and Tacoma 
B@wspapers earnestly enjoin the citizens 
to “preserve the roses,’’ those cities being 
distinguished for the abundance of that 
flower. Tacoma has just celebrated a 
rose carnival, and such good advice as 
“beautify your garden,’ “help to make 
the eity a bower,’’ and ‘‘grow roses’’ has 
been given away with each issue of the 
Papers. 

In Spokane there is a call for the pres- 
ervation of the native pines. - The Spo- 
kane Spokesman-Review says: **‘Many 
buyers of residence lots in the jill sections 
of the city are greatly Injuring their prop. 
erties from both an esthetic and a mone- 
tary standpoint by cutting down the na- 
tive trees on their land. After their houses 
are completed and occupled the owners 
generally regret their folly when it is too 
late to repair the damage done to their 
surroundings. One of the cbaracteristic 
and most attractive features of north- 
western towns is their wealth of pine 
trees, distinguishing them from the citles 
of every other section of the. country. 
Mastern visitors of taste almost invaria- 
bly remark the pines of Spokane lawns 
as forming a high decorative natura] 
background for residences, many even 
placing them above the elms of the New 
Emgiand towns or the maples of the mid- 
dig estates. These are shade trees. of 
course, and often of stately beauty, but 
they lack the picturesqueness of the pines, 
as they lack its clean, spicy fragrance.

Insurance Commissioners 
Refused to Adopt Radical 
Report on Situation. 


Brettonwoods, N. H., September 28,— 
The closing session tonight of the na-’ 
tional convention of state insurance com. 
missioners was regarded ds the most im- 
portant of the meeting. 

A number of delegates desired to em- 
ploy strong language in resolutions deal- 
ingwith the reported irregularities in the 
affairs of several large life insurance 
companies, but the more radical com- 


eee 


missioners were outvoted and the con-| 
vention adopted resolutions along con-| 
servative lines. 

Commissioners Vandiver, of Missouri, 
and McGibney,. of Louisana had recom- 
mended that strong action be taken as 
the result of the recent developments in 
New York. A specia. committee of 
five which was appointed to consider the 
subject, spent the day In drafting the re-! 
port. The resolutions which the commit. 
tee laid before the committee were 
adopted after a discussicn. 

Text of Resolutions, 
The report of the special committee is 


in part as follows: 

“Life insurance. companies generally, 
as well as those now under investigation, 
are conceded to be in sound financial con. 
dition and the committee would particu- 
larly impress upon policy holders the 
fact that, notwithstanding the evils and 
the reprehensible conduct hereinafter re- 
ferred to, the solvency of the companies 
has not been questioned. 

“Recent official investigations of cer. 
tain life insurance companies have dis- 
closed transactions and practices in their 


management startling and surprising be- 
cause of such a reprehesible, if not crim-| 
inal, character; and they are of such| 
character as to call for some expression | 
by the convention. | 

“This committee recommends the adop- |! 
tion of a resolution to the effect that it 
is the sense of this convention that the 
reprehensible transactions and practices 
induiged in by life insurance companz:es 
herein referred to, shouid and to deceive 
the severe condemnation of this cen- 
vention and the members of the conven- 
tion will to the extent of their power and 
jurisdiction aid in the promotion ‘of laws 
regulations that. wilJ 
tend to prevent and punish extravgance 
and mismanagement in the operation of 
life insurance companies 

“The committee recommends that a 
special committee be directed to make an 
investigation and report to the next con- 
vention its conclusions and algo to make 
a formal report designea to provide fay 
an annual accounting of dividends . by 
the companies.” ee ,

St. Petersburg. September 28.—Mr. 
Witte arrived here at 8:25 a. m. today, 
and was accorded a hearty reception by 
a large crowd of officials and others. In 
a brief speech replying to a welcoming 
address Mr. Witte showed clearly that 
he was deeply touched by the welcome 
with which he was received. 

When he left St. Petersburg in Juiy a 
Smal) dejegation of officials accompanied 
him to the radlroad station to bid him 
farewell. There was no public demonstra. 
tion whatever. Today there were seven 
or eight times as many officials, despite 
the early hour of arrival, and an en- 
thusiastic crowd of five or gix hundred 
people. 

Among the officials present were Baron 
Nolde, general secretary of the commit- 
tee of ministers; Mr. Wyshnegradsky, 
former finance minister and director of 
the internationa} commercial bank; Mr. 
Obeko, councillor and chairman of the 
press reform committee, and many other 
prominent officials who had been Mr.

Hence, if government own- 
ership of raffroads be regarded as the 
inevitable sequence of government rate 
making—the first question is, which gov- 
ernment is it that is to own the rail- 
roads—the state or the United States? 

“The significance and importance of the 
inquiry,’’ continues Mr. Olney, ‘are ap- 
parent, if we remember that the railroad 
is only one species of highway, and “hat 
what is true of railroads must be true 
of ordinary highways. The jurisdiction of 
the nationa] government must be ithe 
same in both cases. 

“If it is competent for the 
government under the commerce 
to own and operate all the great 
roads of the country, it must be 
competent for it to own or contro} 
operate all the great hghwavs of 
country.

“For ourselves and for those who are 
absent we will once more shout a hearty 
hurrah,”’ 

When the cheer hed died away Mr. 
Witte, who seemed deeply moved by tne 
sincerity of the welcome, advanced a 
few steps and delivered his reply. 

He said: 

“I was go little prepared for this kind 
of reception that I must ask your pardon 
for the incoherence of my words. I have 
performed my duty well, because I have 
strictly obeyed his majesty’s instructions, 
because circumstances favored me, be- 
cause the world is weary of this bloody 
war, because al) classes of American s0- 
ciety from President Roosevelt down were 
in sympathy with my and our cause, be- 
cause I Wag true to my coumtry and her 
and our interests.’’ 

Mr. Witte’s last word was followed by 
further loud and hearty cheering, after 
which, slowly advancing toward the en- 
trance, he shook hands with the deliverer 
of the welcoming address and hits friends 
and former colleagues. The crowd follow- 
ed closely toward the door where an open 
carriage Wag waiting.

Company's Superintendent Says 
He Gave Aid, 


However, Hie Action Was Purely 
Personal and He Aided Revolu- 
tionists to Avoid Trouble 
Just as He Had Aided 
the Government. 


New York, September 28.—The Bermu- 
dez Asphalt Company's railroad trans- 
ported revolutionary troops in Venezuela 
during the Matos rebellion in 1901, its 
steamer Viking carried revolutionary sup- 
plies and the company’s acting superin- 
tendent on more than one occasion gave 
the revolutionists food and supplies. 

Testimony to this effect Was given to- 
day by John Perry, who was acting su- 
perintendent for the company in 1901. in 
the suit brought by the Venezuelan siti 
ernment to recover $11,000,000 from the 
asphalt company, because of the compa-

Perry declared, however, that the rev- 
olutionary troops were transported on- 
ly because similar transportation had 
been accorded to the government troops: 
that the supplies and arms carried on 
the Viking were smuggled on board by 
individuals with the company’s ndink 


and that his contributions of food and 
supplies to the revolutionists was entire- 
ly a persona! act and was done to avoid 
the trouble a refusal would have caused. 

Perry said he had been appointed act- 
ing superintendent to succeed Superin- 
tendent Jeffs, who hag been suspended 
for assisting the Matos element. He add- 
ed that Jeffs had told him that whatever 
assistance he had given the réevolutionists 
had been personal, and had been done to 
avoid trouble. 

Wiliam J. Ewart, who had been the 
company’s general manager at Caracas 
said that when he left for South America 
to take the position of genera] manager 
of the company, Genera! Francis v, 
Green, then the president of the General] 
Asphalt Company, told him it would be 
demanded of him that he keep clear of 
all political complications, and that he 
should, as the company’s representative, 


recognize the existing Venezuelan govern- 
ment. 

All other agents of the company, the 
witness said, had had similar instructions. 
ana so far as he knew, they had been 
obeyed.

‘Believing that the 
amendment wil] operate as an effective 
remedy of the evils of our situation, 
without prejudice or injury to any race 
or class: regarding it, moreover, as a 
complete response to the clearly expressed 
mandate of the people, we unreservedly 
commend and approve it, 

“We make it the single issue 
campaign. 

“We declare it to be our battie cry. 
‘The negro vote as it stands today is a 
perpetual menace to the prosperity and 
peace of Maryland—a menace to our very 
civilization—for it is ignorant, corrupt, 
the blind instrument of unscrupulous and 
selfish leaders.”’

Large Actessions to List of Victims 
Were Expected Yesterday Ow- 
ing to Heavy Fall of Rain 
Wednesday, But Fears 
Were Groundless. |

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New Orleans, La., September 28,— 
Though today’s fever report slightly top- 
ped that of the preceding 24 hours, the 
figures were so much lower than those of 
a week ago as to carry assurance of the 
strong improvement that has set in and 
which believed by the authorities to 
augur the steady decline of the disease 
during the coming month, making it 
probable that the fever will practically 
have been eliminated at the time of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's coming. 

The flooding of certain sections of the 
city yesterday by reason of the terrific 
downpour of rain was thought by the 
authorities to have been in part respon- 
sible. for the smal] number of cases that 
were reported and large accessions to the 
list wefe looked for today. But with the 
water and inspection drained off today 
and the inspection service again in full 
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| force there was little difference in the 


aggregate. 

Dr. White has always declared that 
when all the centers of infection were 
within his knowledge the results would 
promptly show in the rapid reduction of 
cases, and the reports for the pastthree 
days give the impression that few remain 
undiscovered. 


Good Done By Storm. 

The rain continued intermittently today 
and the day was generally a dreary one. 
The federal authorities, however, were in- 
clined to believe that the storm had done 
more good than harm. 

“Fortunately, the rain was sufficiently 
heavy to clear out the gutters and drains 
and to wash all the water hitherto stag- 
nant into the swamps and the lake,” said 
Dr. White. ‘‘All mosquito larvae which 
were in that water have been washed out 
into sait waters and destroyed. After you 
get beyond a certain point, the heavier 
the rain the better. When this rain Is 
entirely over, if people will faithfully oil 
the surface of all standing. bodies of 
water, I think there Will be’ comparative- 
ly few stegomytia left in the city.”’ 

Dr. Von BHsdorf, who came here today 
from Tallulah and left tonight for Pen- 
sacola, believes that proper organization 
in the Florida city will soon get the up- 
per hand of the disease. 

It did so at Tallulah, he said, and if 
assistance had been sent there more 
promptly there would perhaps have been 
no fever at all there now. When the phy- 
sicians reached Tallulah its people were 
in a perfect panic, but they were soon 
taught the value of organization and had 
demonstrated to them the value of the 
mosquito theory, an dthe résult was the 
early control of the disease. 

Dr. Beverly Warner is preparing for 
another general clean-up day as the re- 
sult of a conference with a committee of 
the medicai society. Co-operation by the 
ward organizations will be asked and 
the ful] assistance of the federal authori- 
ties will be given. 

“There are three reasons for this final 
cleaning up,’’ said Dr. Warner. ‘In the 
first place the president is coming here 
and New Orleans Ought to have on for 
him her best bib and tucker. In the sec- 
ond place, refugees are now pouring into 
New Orleans and they ought to have a 
hand in putting the city in good sanitary 
condition. And in tffe third place, by car- 
rying out the plan we are preparing lit- 
tle opportunity will be left for mosquitoes 
to breed in New Orleans and there will 
be just so many fewer cases of yellow 
fever to handle.” 

Fever Germ Not Discovered. 

No additional reports have been given 
out concerning the progress of the search 
for the yellow fever germ, The probabil- 
ity is that there will be nothing further 
on the subject before the close of the fe- 
ver unless some extraordinary discovery 
is made. Microscopical diagnosis of yel- 
low fever are being made at the emer- 
gency hospital, but the best information 
Cbtainable is that the experiments have 
not reached a point where conclusive re- 
sults can be acknowledged. 

In the first stages of the fever, when 
it was confined to the Italian district and 
the members of that race were charged 
with responsibility for the extent of the 
pestilence owing to their concealment of 
it, there was a strong feeling engendered 
against the movement of Italian immi- 
gration through this port. That feeling 
has entirely disappeared, and the demand 
of the pianters for iabor not only now, 
but for all time, insures the carrying in-

uting point for ItalHan immigration. 

General Passenger Agent Batturs, of 
the Southern Pacific, returned today from 
the east.

PEACE REIGNS 
IN CAUCASUS 


Tartars and Armenians Keep 
Busy Celebrating Their 
Recenciliation, 


Baku, Caucasus, September 28.—With 
the formal ratification of peace between 
the Tartars and Armeniang here, the or- 
dér confining the inhabitants to their 
houses after 8 o'clock in the evening 
has been revoked, and street traffic and 
the ordinary course of life are being re- 
sumed. Masses of Armenians and Ter- 
tars are thronging the cathedral and 
mosques, and are joining in processions 
to celebrate their reconciliation.

“The negotiations between France and 
Germany concernigg the programme for 
the confe¥ance o® Moroccan affairs has 
successfully terminated. Accord is reach- 
ed upon a programme comprising tue 
organization of the police, the regula- 
tion and repression of contraband arms, 
financial reforms, consisting principally 
of the organization of a state bank, 
and also the best, means of collecting 
duties, and the creation of new means 
of revenue, and also the domestication 
of principles destined to safeguard 
the economic liberty of Moracco.” 


Reservation of Frontier. 

The agreement then makes a _ special 
reservation of the frontier region be- 
tween Algiers and Morocco, wnere the 
maintenance of police will be regulated 
directly between France and the sultan 
without submission to the conference. 
The régulation of contraband in the 
same region also remains for »«rance to 
determine with the sultan. 

The governments unite in asking tat 
Spain accept Algeciras as the place for 
the conference. 

Upon the question of the recent 
man loan to Morocco it is. agreeu 
French bankers shall participate 
the Germans, and there is to be a sim- 
jlar participation of French firms in 
building the harbor works at Tangier 
if a French company offers terms equal 
to those of the German contractors. 

Finally, the accord provides for the 
submission of the programme without 
delay to the sultan and the signatories 
of the convention at Madrid. Upon its 
Submission to the sultan both ene 
French and German missions, now. at 
Fez, will return to Tangier.

The pessimist of the cast-iron 
countenance and debilitated soul who 
persists in declaring that commer:

NEED SCREENS, 
SAYS OFFICIAL 


Health Officer Talks of the 
Propesed City 
Ordinance, 


The screening ordinance to be suggested 
by the board of health will in all proba- 
ibility. pass councii and become a law. 
Those who have studied the question ex- 
press themselves as emphatically in favor 
of the measure. 

The board of health will hold its regu- 
lar meeting tomorrow aiternoon, and it is 
the plan of the fathers of the movement 
to have the measure framed in outline a, 
least at that meeting, and steps taken to 
have it in formal shape for presentation 
to coumcil on Monday afternoon. 

Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city heaith officer, 
in discussing the proposed ordinance yes. 
terday, said: 

“J am heartily in favor of the ordinance, 
though J do not think that people should 
be required to put in the screens this fal]. 
If the law is framed so as to require ah 
cisterns, tanks and the like breeding 
places of mosquitoes to be screened by 
March |, 1906, I think it would be much 
better than to have the screens rotting 
all winter when mosquitoes are not breed. 
ing. 

“The ordinance should be applied to all 
cisterns, tanks upon the roofs of busi- 
ness buildings and every other artifi- 
cial collection of water in confined space 
where a screen could De applied. Of 
course, it would not be practical to screen 
catch basins of sewers, as the screens 
would immediately clog up and stop the 
entry of the water. 

“But with the continued use of oil, as fs 
now being done by the health department 
in conjunction with a well enforced 
screening ordinange, I am sure that the 
mosquito pest could be materially legs. 
ened. 

“For some weeks now the health de- 
partment has had two wagons going every 
day, for the purpose of putting oil in 
sewers, It takes seven or eight days for 
these wagons to go over the entire city, 
but at that rate oil is poured into every 
sewer opening and at the mouths of al) 
city sewers and other breeding places of 
mosquitoes, about once a week.”

President Comer’s Motion Will 


Probably be Discussed 


: 


The Motion Recently Made by Mr. 
Comer is Said to be Directed at 
Leuisville and Nashville 
Branch and Short 
Lines, 


Montgomery, Ala., September 28.—(Spe- 
cial)—There is much interest in the meet- 
ing of the state railroad commission 
which meets in regular session tgmor- 
row, and at which it is expected all 
the commissioners will be present. At- 
tention will likely gather around the 
motion of President Comer made at the 
last session looking to the establish- 
ment of three-cent fares on short lines 
of railroad, or the discussion of such 
&® movement, and a showing of the 
transportation lines of why such charges 
should not be instaf¥ed. There is also 
@ possibility of some ‘“‘jim crow” car talk 
in the hearing of a motion to correct 
certain carelesSness in the matter of 
separating the races. 

The motion regarding rates of passen- 
ger charges on branch lines as made by 
Mr. Comer is directed at the Louisville 
and Nashville, in one case, and the 
Tuskegee Short Line in another. In the 
case of the latter road the distance is 
five miles and the fare fifty cents, or 
ten cents a mile. Mr. Comer has taken 
the position that with short lines inde- 
pendent in control of the trunk lines, 
the fares shall be regulated in the light 
of Teceipts and cost of operation, but 
‘that where short lines belong to estab- 
lished systems of considerable mileage 
the fare should not be more than for 
the service on main lines.

Montgomery, Ala., September 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In his réport on the books of the 
officers of Tuskaloosa county, Assistant 
State Examiner W. F. Wilkinson says 
that while there has been a good increase 
during the past year in the tax valua- 
tions, it is not what it should be by any 
means. He notes: ‘Instead of the valua- 
tions for 1905 being in round numbers 
$7,000,000, they should be, from the testi- 
mony of some of the best judges of the 
county, at least $11,000,000.

TO BE CELEBRATED TODAY 


N event which is looked forward te 
Awe much pleasure by the Jewish 

population of Atlanta is the opening 
of the Jewish religious new year known 
as Rosh Hashannah, which begins this 
evening at sunset and ends the following 
evening at the same hour. 

It is announced that services will be 
held in the Temple on Pryor street this 
evening and- Saturday morning. There is 
a special ritual for these services accord- 
ing to Jewish regulations which will be 
used at both services. 

The Jewish new year has of iate be- 
come quite as joyous and happy an occa- 
sion as the Christian new year. It is used 
as a season of renewing of life and re- 
newing of morals and the effort after at- 
tainment of higher ideals. 

It haz become also a day when much 
visiting and feasting is done, and has 
proven the opening wedge to many warm 
and lasting friendships. 

To understand why the new year oc- 
curs in the fal] of the year it is neces- 
aary to observe certain facts concerning 
the lunar calendar, by which the Jews 
and all Oriental] people reckon their 
dates. Following the phases of the moon 
the year is divided into !2 months, the 
first of which called Nisan marks the 
opening of the spring season. The new 
year is naturally suggestive in this day 
of January |, but this was but the result 
of a compromise among calendar makers 
and astronomers to bring about uni- 
formity in the system of measuring time, 

Comparison with the French and Rus- 
sian calendars will show that the Jews 
are not the only ones who have a differ- 
ent method. In the Jewish calendar there 
are four new years, one marking the day 
from which dates are reckoned; another 
the year of the trees, know nas Arbor 
day, another indicating the years of 
kings and documents, being the fiscal 


| 


year, and the fourth the beginning of “the 


religious season. The last of these s0- 
called new years, the Rosh Hoshanneh is 
preeminently a religious festival. It 
marks the beginning of the seventh 
month. It ig the firat in a great cycle of 
religious holy days. If such a term could 
be applied from a Jewish standpoint it is 
the opening of the great Jewish revival 
season. Affected in a great degree by 
surroundings it has been the hebit of 
making this day the occasion of happy 
celebration, marked by the giving of 
presents and the expression of good 
wishes. The real meaning of the day is 
very different. In its mature it is intend- 
ed to be very solemn and sacred. * 

Coming as it does in the fall of the 
year when the mind in conformity to 
what nature suggests is inclined to look 
more seriously upon the meaning. of 
things and study the deeper issués, it is 
a time intended for serious consideration 
and is but the preparation for the later 
and greater holy day, the Day of Atone- 
ment or Yom Kippur.

Travers married Miss Harri- 
man, a sister of Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, 
Jr. The couple separated three years 
ago, Mrs. Travers going to Paris to live. 

Mr. Travers was an uncle of Mrs. Clar- 
ence Mackay. He had two sisters, Mrs.

|Mrs, Walter Gay, now living in Paris. 
Since his separation from his wife he had 
lived entirely alone with the care of his 
vaiet, Martin Moon. 

When Mr. Travers rose this morning he 
apeared to be in excellent spirits and 
after breakfast told his valet that he 
would not require his services during the 
day. 

Shortly after noon a maid found Mr. 
Travers lying dea@ On his bed with a re- 
volver at his side. He had placed the 
muzzle of the weapon in his mouth, 
sending a bullet through his brain. 

He left several letters, all relating to 
business affairs and giving no. clue to the 
cause of the suicide.

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Finding of Board Puts Valua- 
tion Practically the Same 
as Last Year, 


SOUTHERN RAILWAY CO 
INCREASED BY $1,454,843 


Comptroller General’s Assessments 
Are Cut Down in Both Cases 
By Boards of Arbitration. 
Southern and Seaboard 
Fare Better Than 
Coast Line. 


Two poards of arbitraton made their 
reports yesterday to the comptroiler gen- 
era], fixing’ the Valuations upon whioh 
the Southern railway. and the Seaboard 
Air Line will have to pay taxes for 1905. 

As a result of these arbitrations the 
Southern railway will pay taxes on 
$1,464,843 more than in 1904, while the 
increase in the Seaboard’s vafliiation over 
1904, including the Georgia portion of its 
new line to Birmingham, is only $470,151. 

While the Southern has secured a re- 
duction in its a®sessment of $1,038,000 
and the Seaboard was put down $!,792,- 
000, the Atlantic Coast Line, which was 
the firgt arbitrated, hag the comptrolHer 
general's assesement eustained, and must 
pay taxes on over $2,000,000 more than 
in 1904. 

The total increase in the valuations of 
these two properties over 1904 is $1!,924,- 
994. 

These arbitrations have been long drawn 
out, and the arbitrators held many meet- 
ings before they reached fimal ocon- 
Clusions. 

In the case of the Southern railway the 
comptroller general's assessment came 
much nearer being sustained than in 
that of the Seaboard. It was almost a 
splitting of the difference in the former 
case, while in the latter, according to 
the state officials most imterested, the 
state really gains nothing.

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BEE PACKERS 
LOSE IN COURT 


Judge Decides Against Plea 
in Abatement. 


Decision Made on Broad Grounds, 
Without Taking Into Account 
Any Matter of Technical Na- 

ture, Declared Judge.Hum- 
phrey to Defendants, 


Chicago, September 29.—Federal Judge 
Otis J. Humphrey today sustained the 
demurrer filed by United States District 
Attorney Morrison to the plea in abate- 
ment made by packers to have indict- 
ments for alleged restraint declared void. 
Judge Humphrey said he made his de- 
cision on broad grounds without taking 
into consideration technicalities which the 
government advanced against the plea 
in abatement. 

It fs likely that the jury for the trial 
wit be drawn about the middie of Oc- 
tober. 

After the decision had been given the 
defending attorneys tried to amend the 
fourth plea by the insertion of the word 
‘“‘for.”’ This met with resistance from 
the district attorney, but the court prom- 


ised that if The law was clear on the 
point he would allow it. The government 


is said to fear a fFick in the insertion of 
the one word. The district attorney 
moved that the defendants plead to the 
indictment. 

To File New Demurrer. 

It was announced fhat. a demurrer is to 
be filed by the petitioners, attacking the 
face of the entire indictment as far ag 
oe and insufficient allegations are 
concerned, The defendants were ordered 
by the court to plead next Thursday 
morning, the pleadings to be taken up 
in argument before Judge Humphrey by 
10 o'clock Monday. 

One of the points in the pleading which 
attracted considerable attention and 
which the court declared had given him 
some difficulty was in regard to the 
right of Judge R. H. Bethea to receive 
the return of the indictment. It was ar- 
gued by the defense that he Was sitting 
in the eastern division of the northern 
district of Wiinois and received an in- 
dictment voted in the northern division 
of the northern district of Il} roils. 

The district attorney declar d that if 
the law of March 31, 1905, was construed 
against his contentions there was no 
court, no judge and no return of the in- 
dictment. The court surprised almost 
every one when he read from President 
Roosevelt's message in the Congressional 
Record of last November in which it is 
declared that Judge Bethea was appoint- 
ed as a successor to Judge C. C. Kohl- 
stat, promoted from the district court 
to the circuit court.
